BANK FAILURE. 


Patrick 
Shannon's 
Bank, at 
Terre 
Haute, Closed by Order of Judge 
Mack of the Circuit 
Court. 


T E B B S 
HAUTB, Jan. 20.—Shannon's 
bank, the oidest institution of the kind 
in this part of the state, closed its doors 
yesterday afternoon by order of Judge 
Mack, of the circuit court, upon peti- 
tion of Thomas Anderson, who has been 
conducting the business since the death 
of Patrick Shannon, in April last. 


The assets are estimated at 850,000, 
including the real estate at a fair valua- 
tion; the iiabilities are about $40,000, 
including $30,000 deposits. The busi- 
ness has been in a bad way for some 
time, but no doubts as to the bank's 
stabdity were entwtained by depositors. 


When Shannon died the deposits were 
$48,000, and the cash on hand $11,000. 
His widow was the sole heir, and the 
banking business had been conducted in 
her name. 
The business has been run- 
ning down, and finally, to day, with de- 
posits of $30,000, and but $1,500 on 
hand, the administrator applied to the 
court to close the doors and wind up 
th3 concern. 


The real estate will have to be sold at 
a sacrifice and it is feared the depositors 
cannot be paid in full. 
The bank was 
established in 1839 by John Watson,

The people were exceed - 
ingly kind to me and sent me down here

came to the coast.

The oranges 
are ctoming into market in great abun- 
dance.

God has blessed me 
wonderfully. Wherever I have preached 
great good seems to have followed. 


The Portland people look upon my 
coming to them when I did as a God 
send and from all sides there come the 
most flattering account of my preaching. 
I saw in the park yesterday a Grand 
Army badge in wild flowers, the flowers 
blooming and growing so as to form a 
perfect badge. I Spent four days and 
nights on the Pacific. 
My devotions to 
Neptune were profuse. 
I trust he ap- 
preciated my efforts. 
The moon came 
out off the Bay of San Francisco to meet 
and greet us and also to light our way 
through the Golden Gate into the citr. 
It bad been a very stormy voyage up till 
we reached the bar and then the royal 
welcome. I shall never foraret the scene 
of glory after passing the Golden Gate 
and entering the harbor.

PROPOSED changes in the Maine cor- 
poration laws are attracting much at 
tention. It is stated that at present, if 
any three men wish to organize a cor- 
poration with an alleged capital of $1,- 
000,000, they have only to procure a 
charter and pay $10 in fees to the Sec- 
retary of State and Attorney General 
They are not required to show a cent of 
their capital. In this way, every week, 
a dozen or fifteen corporations—often 
including 
New York 
schemes—are 
chartered in Maine. Many of them are 
swindles and designed for no other pur- 
pose than robbery. 
The law probably 
•will be BO changed that corporations 
will be required to pay in at least one- 
half of the capital stock. 
There is a 
loud call for such an amendment from 
the citizens of the rural parts of the 
State, many of whom have been bitten 
by these schemers. 


A BOSTOK small dog, whose lines had 
indeed fallen in pleasant ])laces, has 
just died. 
Ho wore delicate napkins at 
his meals with his name embroidered 
in the center. 
He was put to sleep in 
a crib, with costly furs for his bed, and 
a coverlet of the finest wool Avrapped 
about him. 
Over inn sleeping prison 
was drawn a counterpane of figured 
silk. 
When he took an airing it was 
always from the seat of a carriage, and 
the coachman has driven him out alone 
when by chance no members of the 
family were ready to accompany him. 
It is said, on the autliority of the 
Hecord, that since his death hi", former 
home has been in mourning. 
Visiting 
friends of the family have been given 
to understand that the family would 
prefer that all calls should be omitted 
for the present. 
Any allusion to the 
dog in the presence of his mistress oc- 
casions a flood of tears, and the attend- 
ing physician has rigidly prohibited 
any mention of the name or fate of the 
pet. 
A suitable memorial will soon be 
erected to his memory. 


OONGKESSMAX WYMES, of Colorado, 
says a Washington corresiDondent, is 
creating a great deal of amusement at 
both ends of the cai^itol by retailing a 
story which shows Senator Sherman to 
be sadly deficient in the noble science 
of poker. 
Symes came to Washington 
in a private car with Senator Bowen. 
At Cincinnati they were joined by Sen- 
ator Sherman, who found them whiling 
a w a y the hours by a little game of 
poker. He was asked to take a hand, 
and although his knowledge of poker 
was rather hazy he consented. 
His 
blunders were a source of great amuse- 
ment to the Colorado men. 
Bowen 
took particular delight in mystifying 
him. 
Once there was a jaek-pot, which 
Sherman "opened" with a pair of 
queens. On the draw he caught a pair 
of aces. Elated over his fine hand, he 
bet rather freely, and Bowen "saw him" 
every time. Finally Sherman called. 
"Three pairs," said Bowen, gravely, 
showing up his hand, "kings, eights, 
and fours." "Good," replied Sherman, 
"I have only two jjairs. I thought I 
lad the pot for sure that time. 
You're 
a lucky fellow, Bowen." The laugh 
that followed was something ui^roarious, 
jnt the Ohio Senator failed to see the 
fan till it was explained to him. 
Then 
le earnestly begged his companions to 
teep the thing quiet.

FBANCE now has a total debt of abont 
$7,200,000,000, or twice as large as that 
of the United States at the close of the 
war, and six times as large as onr 
present interest-bearing debt. 
The 
French debt is nearly $200 per head of 
her population, while 
that of the 
United States is less than $20 per head. 
There is an interest charge of $140,- 
000,000 per year, besides annuities and 
other burdens 
not 
clearly 
stated, 
amounting to nearly as much more. 
The annual revenue wrung from the 
people is $650,000,000, and yet that is 
insufficient to meet the neoessities of 
the government. 


A CITIZEN of Frederick, Md., has in- 
Tented a machine which he calls "the 
perpetual gravity machine." It con- 
sists of one wheel, twenty-six inches in 
diameter and eight inches in width 
across the rim, made of iron and steel. 
Inclosed in this wheel is a series of 
works, the wheel being keyed to a steel 
axle and bearing in brass boxes, which 
are set in a wooden frame. It weighs 
about sixty pounds, and furnishes 
thirty pounds of power from the jour- 
nal, which is three-quarters of an inch, 
turned down to one-quarter of an inch 
bearing. 
The motive principle is that 
of weight sliding to and fro from the 
center of the wheel. There are two 
inner wheels, each twenty-two inches 
in diameter, between which the weights 
are placed. 
These weights are so ar- 
ranged that in descending they give a 
sutMcient momentum to carry the wheel 
around continuously, and it is claimed 
that this revolution will be kept up 
until the parts are worn away by fric- 
tion. 


CONOBESSMAM FAYSON, of Illinois, in 
a recent speech in the House of Eepre- 
sentatives in support of the bill tc 
charter a railroad through a portion ol 
the Yellowstone Park—which failed— 
said that the attempt to prevent the 
entrance of railroads into the park 
through the fear that buffalo and othei 
game would be exterminated was a 
mere sentiment and that the wild game 
of the plains disappeared as civilation 
advanced. 
The experience of 
Mr. 
Payson, who has spent much time in 
the Territories, is confirmed by those 
who know most, about the Western 
country. 
The Smithsonian Institute, 
being advised that the game was rapid- 
ly disappearing from tne plains, sent 
one of its experts with ample authority 
from the Interior and War Depart- 
ments to endeavor to obtain specimens 
of buffalo for preservation in the Na- 
tional Museum. 
This agent has spent 
a great many weeks on the plains, and 
had permits even to hunt in the sacred 
Yellowstone Park, audit has only been 
with luuch difficulty that he has se- 
cured a few specimens of the buffalo. 
It is known to all that are familiar with 
the advance of civilization on the plains 
that the day when all buffalo or bison 
will become extinct is not far distant. 
The grandchildren of the present Con- 
gressmen are not likely to know muob 
about the buffalo except what they 
can learn from the very specimens, 
perhaps, 
which 
the 
Smithsonian 
now, as the result of this research, is 
about to preserve. 
And the buffalo is 
not disappearing alone. All the other 
large game of the Western Territories 
is being slaughtered at such a rate by 
sportsmen and those whose business it 
is to sell hides, that the Western plains 
will no longer be visited by the hunters. 
In Montana and Wyoming at present 
large game is reported to be most 
plentiful. 
But the Buffalo, deer, elk 
and antelope are rapidly disappearing 
from those Territories. 
The laws as to 
the closed season are with great diffi- 
culty enforced, and it is difficult to see 
how they can be enforced in a country 
so sparsely populated as these remote 
Territories, for in the East the State 
authorities find it very difficult to en- 
force the game laws. 
The same is true 
as to the Adirondacks and the forests of 
Maine, notwithstanding the rigid game 
laws. The construction of the Union 
Pacific Railroad seems to have driven 
the game largely out of Colorado, and 
now the Northern Pacific is doing the 
same thing in Wyoming and Montana. 
Meanwhile the price of pelts is much 
more than it was when game was more 
abundant, and the incentive to violate 
the 
game law is 
correspondingly 
greater,

The Episcopal Bishop of Western 
N e w 
York and His Pronounced Tiews. 


The Rev. Arthur Cleveland Coxe, Episcojjal 
bishop of western New York, is a man of 
strong conservative views and of intense de- 
votion to his chm-cb, and he never loses an 
opportunity to protest against that which he 
does not believe to be right. 
So when it was 
proposed to erect a crematorium in Buffalo 
he was fli-st in the field to oppose it. 
That he 
did not succeed in his efforts to prevent its 
building is not because he is not a good 
fighter. 
His views on the question of crema- 
tion were set forth at length in an article en- 
titled "Vulcan on Mother Earth," which ap- 
peared in a recent number of The Forum 
This has attracted wide spread attention. 


Bishop Coxe has always been prominent in 
his controversies with those of the Roman 
CathoUc faith. 
In 
1869 he published 
an open letter to 
Pius I X answering 
his brief convoking 
the Vatican coun- 
cil. 
In 1S72 the 
bishop published in 
Paris "L' Episco- 
patde'l Occident," 
a summary of the 
history of the Eng- 
lish church, 
witb 
refutations of the 
R o m a n i s t s ' 
at- 
tacks. 
In 
1S73, 
with Bishop Wilberforce, he issued a serial 
publication 
in 
defense of 
Anglo 
Cath- 
olicity 
as 
against 
either 
extreme. 
He 
was 
in 
sympathy 
with 
the 
Ox- 
ford movement, so far as that movement was 
within the bounds of Anglo Catholicity, but 
when Newman went over to the Ptomanists, 
Coxe broke from his Oxford associations. 
W ithin the last few months he has been en- 
gaged in a spirited controvei-sy with the 
Roman Catholic clergy of Buffalo. 
He as- 
serted that he could show from Jesuitical 
writings that that sect upheld and believed in 
the doctrine that "the end justifies tho means." 
The fathers of Canin us college in several 
newspaper articles denied the bishop's asser- 
tion, and one c.Tered the bishop §1,000 if he 
would produce his Jesuit authority. This the 
bishop has not yet done, and the controversy 
is practically dropped for the present. 


Arthur Cleveland Coxe was born in Morris 
county, N. J., May 10, 1818. 
His parents re- 
moved to New Yoik city two years later. 
When he wa:^ 20 years old he was graduated 
from the Univeisity of tbe City of 
New 
York. 
lie received his theological 
training 
at the general theological seminary of St. 
Paul's chapel in New York and was made 
rector of tlie Episcopal chui'ch hi Morrisania, 
N. Y., in 1S41. 
After this he went to Hart- 
ford, Conn., and in I&JI he made an extended 
Eui'opean tour. 
He visited Rome twice dur- 
mg the reign of Poije Pins I X and at the re- 
quest of the bishop of Oxford, Bishop Wil- 
berforce, prepared and published in Oxford 
that author's "Proposals for a New Reforma- 
tion," foretelUng the old CathoUc movement 
as at hand. 
After his return from Europe 
he was given a church at Baltimore, where 
he resided dui-ing the first two years of the 
civil war. 
He visited the battleiields, giving 
comfort and consolation to the wounded and 
dying Union soldiei-s. 
In 1805 he was made 
second bishop of the diocese of western New 
York, succ',eeding Bishop DeLancy, senior 
bishop, upon his dfiii li. in 1806. 


A year or two ai;< • 
: was proposed by a 
number of wealthy «•. . .ununicants in the dio- 
cese of western New Ym k to present Bishop 
Coxe with a pastoral staff, but he declined 
the honor, although he expresseil his appre- 
ciation of the moiive of tho would-be donors.

Brief Mention of tiie Other Ulinoii Can- 
didates fdr tbe Komination—'Portrait 
of the Winning Sian—Sketch of Hit 
X<lfe—The Blrthplaee of J>>gran. 


Hon. Charles B, Farwell, of Illinois, who 
has been chosen by the RdpnbUcans of that 
state to serve ont the unexpired term of the 
late Gren. John A. Logan in the United States 
senate, is a well known and wealthy merchant 
of Chicago. He was bom at Painted Post, 
N. Y., July 1,1823, and was educated at the 
Elmira free ticademy. At the age of 15 he 
removed to Illi- 
nois, where he was 
engaged for several 
years in farming 
a n d 
government 
surveying. In 1844 
he opened a i-eal 
estate office in the 
city of Chicago,and 
also did a small 
banking 
business. 
He was e l e c t e d 
s h e r i f f of Cook 
county in 18.53, an( 
was re-elected foui 
years 
later. 
He . 
represented his dis i 
tiict in the lower 
house of the Forty- 
second Forty-third eHABLES B. FABWELL. 
and 
Forty-fQurth 


congresses, although his seat in the latter 
was successfully contested by Mr. Le Moyne, 
who was seated after a period of one year. 


Mr. Farwell had quarreled with the late 
Senator Logan, but when the latter was 
nominated in 1884 he buried all personal feel- 
ing and worked like a beaver to secure the 
election of the Republican ticket. 
Subse- 
quently, in 1885, when Gen. Logan was a 
candidate for re-election to the United States 
senate, and when it was thought that Far- 
well's friends would be able to bring about 
the defeat of tho general, Mr. Farwell refused 
to permit the use of his name. This is thought 
to have greatly influenced the friends of the 
dead senator to give Mr. Farwell their united 
support. Mr. Fai'well and Gien. Logan had 
had a complete reconciliation prior to the 
latter's death. 


Mr. Farwell's victory is the more notable 
from the number of strong contestants that 
were in the field for Logan's place. Beside 
the Hon. Milton Hay, who, it was at one 
time supposed would bo named by the gov- 
ernor for tho iJace, there were the Hon. 
Joseph G. Cannon, Hon. Lewis E. Payson, 
Hon. Horatio G. Burchard, Hon. Thomas J. 
Henderson and Hon. Clark E. Carr. 


Mr. Caiuion is a resident of Danville, His., 
and has been a member of congress for four- 
teen years, so that he is already pretty well 
known. He is a southerner by birth, having 
first seen the light at Greensboro, N. C., in 
1836. He has always given a great deal of 
attention to postal matters. Mr. Camion is 
not so good a speaker as some of the other 
candidates. He is dapper in appearance and 
not large physically. 


Judge Payson is a native of Rhode Island 
and received the title of judge Avhen he was 
elected judge of the Livingston county (Dls.) 
court in 18C9. 
Eleven yeai-s later he was 
elected to cong:i-ess and has served continu- 
ously since. He has always fought the cattle 
kings of the west, and has been a warm advo- 
cate of the Hennepin canal scheme. Mr. 
Payson was a warm friend of Gren. Logan. 


Hon. Horatio C. Burchard, of Freeijort, 
was born at Mai-shall, Oneida county, N. Y. 
He settled in Illinois when quit^ young. As 
director of the mint, which position he held 
for some time, and as member of congress, 
he 
commended 
himself 
to the country 
generally. 


Thon as J. Hendei-son is a native of Brown- 
ville, Tenn. He served during the war for 
the Union and has held various legislative 
Ijositions, among them being member of con- 
gress. 


Colonel Clark E. Can*, of Galesburg, is a 
native of Boston, and was one of the most 
outspoken candidates for General Logan's 
seat. He was in the war, was a warm friend 
of Logan and has not held any legislative 
offices. 


These were the xnen who sought to suc- 
ceed Logaji, and, though but one could be 
successful, the high level of their aspiiationa 
may account for the sjmce given them hei^e. 


While uix)n the subject of Logan's suc- 
cessor, it may not be out of place to present 
a picture of the house in which the general 
was born. That interesting event took place 
Feb. 9, 182(5, in a low roofed house in Mur- 
physboro, Ills. Mui"physboro i.s in that part 
of Illinois known as Egypt, and the house 
where the future successful soldier and legis- 
lator first saw tbe light is a characterxstio 
one.

Twelye years, ago Hon. William M. Stew- 
art completed his second term as United 
States senator. He has just ^ n again elected 
to the same office- by the legislature of Ne- 
vada. Mr. Stewart's career has been an ex- 
ceedingly eventful one. Bom in Wayne 
county, N. Y., Aug. 9, 1837, his family re- 
moved to Tumbull 
county, O., when 
he was 8 yeara of 
age. 


Here the days 
of his early boy- 
hood ivere ^pctssed. 
He receiveda fair 
education at the 
Fannington acad- 
emy, and returned 
to 
native state, 
where he began 
teaching school at 
tiie same time that 


WILLIAM M. STBWABT. he prepared him- 
self for admission to Yale college, which in- 
stitution he entei-ed in 184& In 1&'30 he left 
Yale and went to California, attracted thither 
by the gold fever. 


He worked in the mines for about a year, 
when he made bis debut upon the political 
field, being defeated for sheriff of Kevada 
county. On the same day, in the following 
year, 1852, that be was admitted to the bar 
he was appointed district attorney. He was 
married in 1855 to a daughter of Governor 
Foote. 


Mr. Stewart afterward removed to Utah 
territory (where he enjoyed a large law prac- 
tice), and subsequently ho located in Nevada. 
When the territory became a state he was 
elected as its first United States senator. 


Senator Sherman and Gen. Sherman are 
said to exchange letters almost daily when 
out of one another's society. 
"Cump" is 
what John always calls the soldier, and 
''Now, John," is the style that the general 
uses in accosting the senator.—New York
